Skill in Serving Fteh. 


"Any ouo can serve fish," of course, 


but how doea It look when pulled to 
pieces? To servo a trout, mark with a 
fish knife a line starting at the head and 
extending within two inches of the tail, 
and then draw other lines starting from 
this one and running to the sides of the 
fish. A salmon is served in the same 
way as a trout, while blue fish should be 
divided into two parts longitudinally; 
then remove the large bone and cut the 
flsli into pieces in such a way as to give 
each guest a portion of back and 
belly. The head of a pike should be 
offered to a lady. Barbels are served in 
the same way as trout and chub the 
tamo as pike. 


To servo turbot, "the prince of the 


sea," mark a cross in the belly pene- 
trating to the bone; then draw trans- 
versal lines from this line to the dorsal 
fin, dividing each slice so made into two 
pieces, and send the dish round so that 
the gursta may help themselves. Next 
berve out the belly In the same way, and 
then remove the large bone and serve the 
other half of the fish. Turbot should be 
accompanied with a white sauce made of 
butter with an oil dressing, and tha 
tongue, as the choicest morsel, should be 
given to the principal guest.—Henry 
Haynie's Letter. 


First Glagfl Factories In America. 


Tho first glass factory in what is now 


the United States was erected in the 
year 1001> near Jamestown, Va., and the 
second followed in the same colony twelve 
years later. In 1089 some acres of ground 
were granted to glassmen in Salem, 
Mass. The first glass factory in Penn- 
sylvania was built near Philadelphia in 
1681! under the direction of William 
Penn, but it did not prove successful. 
The first west of the Alleghanies was set 
up by Albert Gallatin and. his associates, 
in 1785, at New Geneva, on the Monon- 
gahola river. A small factory was estab- 
lished on the Ohio river, near Pittsburg, 
in 1790, and another in 1795. The earlier 
attempt failed, but the last was quite 
successful. 
In 1^10 there were but 


twenty-two glass factories, with an out- 
put of less than $1 ,(KrO,UOO annually. 
At 


the present time there are hundreds of 
factories, which yearly put over |100,- 
(100,000 worth of glassware on the mar- 
kets.—St. Louis Republic.

The Census. 


There ara various estimates of the 1890 


census of Deeatnr, which m 1880 had 
9,547 resident*) reported. The estimates 
of the present population range from 
16,000 to 20,000, the latter figure being 
based on the claim that all of the outly- 
ing sub-divisions which ought to be with- 
in the limits, and are as much a part of 
the city as either Lincoln Square or Cen- 
tral Park, should be counted in the "grand 
total. 
The REPUBLICAN'S estimate is 


17,000 to 18,000. The count is about 
completed but the result cannot be 
known officially until Supervisor Fisher, 
at Paris, makes his report. The enumer- 
ators are forbidden by law to give out the 
figures in advance. Poor old Blooming- 
ton. She bas made slow progress in 
comparison with Decatur. In 1880 she 
had 17,180. Now the "90 figures give her 
a population of 19,967, a slim gain of 2787 
in ten years. The population of Rock- 
ford, has grown from 13,129 in 1880 to 
23,500 in 1890, being an increase of over 
10,300, or 78 per cent. Aurora has done 
well, having increased from 11,873 to 
19,200, being a gain of 7,327, or 62 per 
cent.
